It is now some time ago since it was decided by the Executive 
Committee to discontinue the publication of the annual volume of 
transactions and to issue in its stead a quarterly. The needs for a 
journal of this sort have long been apparent, and there can be no 
question that this venture, with such a sponsor as the American 
Microscopical Society, will prove successful — not from a financial 
standpoint, because that is not considered primarily as essential — 
but from a scientific standpoint. It wiU furnish an excellent means 
for the publication of scientific papers recording the researches made 
in a branch of science which is always a live and an interesting 
one. The fact that this publication will appear regularly every 
quarter — January, April, July and October — ^will be sufficient 
assurance for the speedy appearance of contributions. 

It is desired to publish only high-class matter, which must be 
submitted to and approved by the Executive Committee for pub- 
lication. The membership and others are urged to send in their 
contributions, which, if accepted, will be published in the order as 
received. The rules which governed publication of papers in the 
annual volume also apply to the quarterly, and the editor will appre- 
ciate a strict observance of them as promoting harmonious colab-
